Americans are frequently told 
by people from groups like the 
utilities and the Atomic Energy 
Commussion that we are 30 years 
away from solar energy as a 
significant national resource 
Someone even persuaded U.S 
senator to state in November 1973, 
“It appears that we are stsll 50-60 
years away from utilizing solar 
energy to generate electricity ” 

Statements like these may 
reflect the desires of companies 
that would like to sell us nuclear 
reactors, or who sell us electricity 
that we might otherwise produce 
on our rooftops, but they do not fit 
the available evidence of how soon 
solar energy can be available to us 
all 

In December 1972, President 
Nixon's Solar Energy Panel issued 
an &S-page report cali “Solar 
Energy as a National Resource.” 
few people know about it, but it 
reports: about technical feasibility 

“No technical barriers”, about 
time-frames commerical 
readiness within five to IS years 
The report states: “Building heat- 
ing could reach public use within 
five years, building cooling in wx to 
10 years, synthetic fuels from 
organic materials in five to eight 
years, and electricity production in 
10 to 15 years.” It also states solar 
energy “is an inexhaustible source 
of enormous amounts of clean 
energy.” A little later the report 
states “For most applications, the 
cost of converting solar energy to 
useful forms of energy is now 
higher than conventional sources, 
but due to tncreasing prices of 
conventional fuels and increasing

The amounts spent on solar energy 
research by the federal government 
are $0 in 1970 and $4 million in 
1973. Nixon's proposal for 1974 is 


$i2 mithon for earth systems, 
another $3 million for space 
program solar research. The AEC 


is recommending a big-hearted $32 
mihon. Considering that they are 
recommending $517 milhon R&D 
for nuclear fission power plants in 
1974, one should not imagine that 
this represents a serious effort to let 
the country enjoy solar energy 

A group of congressmen is now 
proposing $50 million a year to 
develop solar heating and cooling 
While this is a step, it obviously ts 
insufficient, as it does not even 
touch the other areas of solar cells 
research, synthetic fuels, solar farm 
electricity production, wind 
generation and storage of energy.

Answers to. the 
symposium question of “Politics of 
Energy: Who Did It?” ranged from 
“they did it” to “you did a” during 
the convocation yesterday 

Martin Lobel, editor of Con 
sumer Advocate in Washington, 
D.C. said that the government is 
and has been subject to 
manipulation by the oil companies 
Whether fact or fiction that oll 
companies do manipulate 
government, it is fact that $5 
million in contributions from the 
petroleum industry went into Nix- 
on’s last presidential campaign. As 
Lobel said, that wasn’t a bad deal, 
they put in $5 million and get back 
$10 billion in tax subsidies 

Manipulation also takes place 
in the form of access to in 
formation. The government bases 
its decision on information it 
receives. The only figures the 
government has on supply figures, 
costs, and what the amount of oil 
reserves actually are are provided 
by oil companies. The government 
does not know how much oil we are 
importing from the Mid East. It 
doesn't know if those rising cost 
figures are factual. It knows only 
what and how much the oil com- 
panies wish to tell it

Anyone concerned with getting 
a bus shelter on campus should 
attend the University Transpor- 
tation Task Force meeting on 
Monday, March 11 at 3 p.m. inthe 
Sierra Room (Admin. Bidg.). The 
Task Force has given top priority 
at this meeting to consideration of 
proposals for.bus shelters, and 
specifically the Student Senate's 
gazebo design. 

It appears that funding pos- 
sibilities for shelters are becoming 
more certain all the time. The 
Chancellor's Office has established 
a fund generated fromm parking fine 
revenues to be used to develop 
alternative means of transpor- 
tation. John Hilliard, stated that 
the guidelines for the use of these 
revenues will be established by 
mid-April 

Bus shelters would definitely 
fall within the guidelines, said 
Hilliard. After the specific 
guidelines are established. each

Alternative Energy Sources Symposium Topic Today 


Today's symposium activities 
will deal with alternative sources of 
energy. Leading representatives 
from Federal and State 
governmental agencies as well as 
from the scientific community will 
be the principle participants. 

The featured speaker is Mr. Ar- 
vin S. Gibson, Manager of Ad- 
vanced Design in the Advanced 
Technology Department. of 
General Electric, Sunnyvale. He 
has been involved in the nuclear 
breeder reactor study group for the 
Atomic Energy Commission. Gib- 
son has authored and co-authored 
numerous papers on nuclear 
energy and the fast breeder reactor 

Dr. Homer W. Ibser, Professor 
of Physics at CSUS, will act as a 
reactor to Mr. Gibson's presen- 
tation.

One senator (Humphrey) has 
now introduced S. 2819, to give 
about $150 million a year to solar 
energy research. This is gettinginto 
the range of what is needed 

The alternative to development 
of solar energy is a continued 
proliferation of nuclear power 
plants at a time when the crucial 
emergency backup systems have 
never been tested, and are in doubt, 
and there has been no way found to 
dispose of the enormous quantities 
of highly radioactive wastes that 
nuclear power plants produce. 
here are 42 nuclear power plants 
operating in the country today and 
the AEC is still predicting that we 
will have a thousand of them inless 
than 30 years. Each one of these 
plants would product long-lived 
radioactive by-products equalling 
the explosion of 1.000 Hiroshima- 
sized atomic bombs.

This past 
June, Mr. Larson has been ap- 
pointed to his current office. His 
activities in this capacity are as the 
Principie consultant to the State 
Assembly and the Office of 
Research and Development. He is 
Presently serving on a panel on 
energy which is investigating the 
fuel crisis and conducting research 
in the area of nuclear reactor

President Bond has used as his 
justification for denying Gerassi 
employment, Chancellors  Ex- 
ecutive order No. 158. This order 
addresses the employment of “Per- 
sons who had been dismissed for 


By this Executive Order, the Chancellor assumes 
jurisdiction in any case in which it is proposed 

by a campus to appoint to an academic or admin- 
istrative position, an individual who previously 

had been dismissed for cause, either from a position 

in The California State University and Colleges pur- 
suant to Education Code 24306, or by any other insti- 
tution of higher education. Such appointments may be 
made only pursuant to Paragraph Two of this Executive 


Order. 


Any proposed appointment, as described in Paragraph 
One of this Executive Order, shall be submitted to 

the Office of the Chancellor, Office of Faculty and 
Staff Affairs, together with supporting documentation. 
The matter will be reviewed and a determination 
reached, following which the campus which submitted 
the proposed appointment will be advised.

What is it about Gerassi that dis- 
tinguishes his case from the 
southern professor? Are window 
breakers to be denied employment 
indefinitely? Can they be 
rehabilitated? 


John Gerassi has had six years 
to think over his actions at San 
Francisco State in 1968. In his 
letter to the Government 
Department in reply to their re- 
quest for him to teach here, Gerassi 
noted that under the same cir- 
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cumstances (1968), he would get 
the support of his fellow colleagues 
before taking action.

The oil company represen- 
tative made it clear that they 
wanted the trial held behind closed 
doors.

A Legislator Speaks 


“Do you feel that the EXXON 
tiger has been using you for a litier 
box?”

Cory, who also served as a reac- 
tor during the convocation, is a 
member of a committee in the 
legislature which has been asking 
the question of how do the oil com- 
panies deal with each other.

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A Native American Viewpoint 

Tecomseh (te-kem’-se) was the 
celebrated Shawnee chief who 
sought to create a great Indian 
state in the Ohio Valley and the 
Great Lakes region by uniting the 
various tribes under one leader 
fecumseh is considered the most 
extraordinary Indian in U.S. his- 
tory 


the son of a chief, 
was born in 1768 near what ts now 
Springfield. Ohio. His birthplace, a 
village called Piqua, later was des- 
troyed by Kentuckians. His Indian 
name Tikamthi or Tecumtha in- 
dicated that he belonged to the clan 
of the Great Medicine Panther, or 
Meteor, and was _ interpreted 
“Crouching Panther.” or “Sleeping 
Star.” 


Tecumseh, 


This remarkable chief dis- 
tinguished himself as a leader and 
for his humane qualities of 
character. His great influence with 
his own people ts seen in the fact 
that he persuaded them to dis- 
their most 
cherished customs the practice of 


continue one of 
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torturing prisoners 


lecomseh opposed the advance 
of the white man, and denied the 
right of the Government to pur- 
chase land from a single tribe, 
claiming that the territory 
belonged to all tribes. To put an 
end to what he thought was an un- 
just practice. he sought to form a 
confederacy of al] the western and 
southern tribes. He visited tribes 
from Florida to the headwaters of 
the Missouri River trying to bring 
them into his union 


But while Tecomseh was 
organizing the Indians. his brother. 
“The Prophet.” 
upset his plans by engaging the 
whites at the Battle of Tippecanoe 
in Indiana. The Indians were 
defeated 


Tenskwatawa, 


Tecomseh then went to Canada 
and was there when the War of 
1812 started. He was made a 
brigadier-general in command of 
some 2,006 warriors of allied tribes 
friendly to the British. He fought in 
many battles, but met defeat and 
death at the Battle of the Thames in 
Canada on October 5, 1813. He is 
said to have foreseen his fate, and 
wishing to die as an Indian, had 
removed his general's uniform and 
dressed himself in buckskin for the 
battle. For this reason it was dif- 
ficult to identify his body.

A well-known outpost of the 
Mexican Teotihuacan civilization, 
Yaxha, with 500 structures, is the 
largest Maya site in 
Guatemala after Tikal and the so- 
far unexplored El Mirador. It ts 
also the first one at which truly ur- 
ban street patterns have been 
found 

Hellmuth started the ex- 
cavation in 1970 with a grant from 
the National Science Foundation 

“What we are looking for,” he 
says, “are adaptable, persevering 
people with a genuine enthusiasm 
for archaeology.” 

The enthusiasm will be needed 
to put up with the rough living con- 
ditions at the school. Though there 
are some cottages, the main sleep- 
ing area is a wall-less, thatched- 
rooi, co-educational dormitory 
open to the rain forest.

Last 
Thursday night at the Memorial 
Auditorium, Joni Mitchell sang 
her songs again to the music of 
Tom Scott and the L.A. Express 


The L.A. Express played first 
with a pounding sound combining 
elements of rock and jazz. This 
band, featuring tenor saxophone 
player Tom Scott, was an unex- 
pected addition to the concert, 
almost seemingly in opposition to 
the subtler, quieter tones of Joni 
Mitchell. When she first came out 
to sing “This Flight Tonight,” 
which is one of her more rousing 
songs, the band’s usefulness 
became evident. The electric 
guitars, however, tended to mask 
Mitchell's voice, which needs little 
accompaniment to complement it.

Tall, slender Joni appeared 
onstage during the first half of her 
concert wearing an orange and 
bronze-spangled backless long 
dress, her bright blonde hair now 
shorter, without bangs.

“Cactus Tree,” from the “Seng

Accompanying herself on 
guitar, zither and piano, Joni per- 
formed these songs from hey six 
albums: “Blue.” a_ particularly 
poignant love song, which seems 
suited to Joni Mitchell's range of 
voice and feeling, and “A Case of 
You,” which seems to be a very per- 
sonal song of love, and how it can 
suffer from the ways of the world. 
Her voice ranges from a sweet, high 
nasal tone, to a controlled alto vib- 
rato. “You are in my blood like 
holy wine —— You taste so bitter and 
so sweet...”

She sang old favorites that have 
become theme songs for a whole 
generation “Big Yellow Taxi”, 


“Woodstock”, once again showing 
her ability with words to get a point 


across with ironic humor, or to 
celebrate with her fellows the ex- 
perience that Woodstock was, in 
words that sprang out of its spirit. 


With “Raised on Robbery” 
both the L.A. Express and Joni 
Mitche!l revealed a new Joni Mit- 
chell, that seems cvident on her 
new “Court Spark” album, A “let's 
get up and dance,” kind of mood, 
that was pure rock and roll. Earlier 
in the concert, a couple had gotten 
up and danced... With 10 minutes 
of clapping at the end of the 
concert, Joni and the band were 
persuaded to come out for an en- 
core, during which both revealed a 
sense of ironic humor in“ Twisted,” 
a song about a young woman who 
has serious doubts about her 
sanity. This was a good number for 
the band, whose loud sound perfec- 
tly suited the nutty tune twists 


“I've looked at clouds from 
both sides now, from up and down 
and still somehow, it’s cloud 
illusions | recall; | really don’t 
know clouds at all...” Somehow, 
this song of Joni Mitchell's des- 
cribes her as well as any her

Sagging atten- 
dance was the reason they left. but 
now Sacramento has grown to over 
a quarter-million pecple and there 
is no reason on earth for their 
failure this time 

Remember the old Solons? 
When the “old man” would take 
you to Edmunds Field on the 
corner of Broadway and Riverside. 
you'd park alongside cemetary and 
then climb the cement steps to the 
stadium? 

Edmunds Field was toppled in 
the Spring of 1964 for the construc- 
tion of the Gemco Store that now 
occupies the site. but a visit to the 
downtown area can sure bring 
back a jot of memories. 

Remember the night when Bar- 
ragan hit a three-run homer in the 
bottom of the ninth with two outs 
to give the Solons a 42 win over 
the Vancouver Bees? 

Remember the last game ever 


played at Edmunds? It was an ex- 
hibition game between the San 
Francisco and the 
Cleveland Indians in 1964. It was a 
weekend series with games played 
Saturday and Sunday afternoons 
The place was sold out both days 
Del Crandall, then the Giants’ cat- 
cher, nailed a grand slam in the last 
inning on Saturday as SF won 9-7 
You couldn't buy a ticket for 
those games and people wondered 
then if Sacramento could once 
again back a professional! team. It 
took 10 years after that for 
somebody, namely Bob Piccininni 
and John Cabray, to propose the 
idea and once again bring a team to 
the valley. And now in 1974, we 
have our Solons again to stand 
behind and root for this summer 
So far the reception has been 
good with over 200 season tickets 
sold in the first two weeks of the 
availability 
The Solons will be playing all 
home games in spacious Hughes 
Stadium, adjacent to Sacramento 
City College. and if you have ever 
been there it takes a_ vivid 
imagination to picture a baseball 
game being played there. The only 
sports that the ancient field was 
built for was football and track, 
and what the new owners have in 
mind is interesting to say the least. 
Home plate will be situated in 
the northwest area of the stadium 
with the pressbox running along 
the firstbase and rightfield line
